HIGHLY HERALDED 


“Chang” a mot.on picture revealing 
the hazardous life of the jungle 
has been brought back to America 
by Merion C. Cooper and Ernest B. 
Schoedsack, who spent 22 months 
in the remote interior of Siam mak- 
ing the production.

City Property Purchased 

The city Council of Regina and the 
General Motors executives have sign-~- 
ed an agreement for the purchase of 
38 acres of city property. Construc- 
tion will be rushed and it is hoped to 
have the building ready for occu- 
pancy and production not later than 
December 1st of this year. ‘ 

Before deciding on the location of 
their Western point, General Motors 
officials conducted intensive invesi- 
gations covering a period of many 
months. Since the decision to build in 
Regina was reached, negotiations 
have been proceeding between the 
company and city officials. Final ar- 
rangements were concluded upon the 
arrival in town of R. S. McLaughlin, 
President of General Motors of Can- 
ada; H. A. Brown Vice-President and 
General Manager; J. H. Beaton, Gen 
eral Sales Manager; and J. D. Kervin 
Regional Manager. 

All Operations Covered 

The new General Motors’ factory 
will be Regina’s largst industrial 
in volume of output, floor space and 
number of workers employed. An- 
nouncement as the first unit in a pro- 
gramme to be developed as conditions 
warrant, it is to cost approximately 
$1,000,000It will be devoted not only 
to the assembling of Pontiac and 
Chevrolet automobiles but also to 
body building, painting and. trim- 
ming operations. In this respect it is 
more comprehensive thano ther “as- 
sembly” plants established by the 
Company. 

The plant will be a model of ef- 
ficiency, representing in its layout all 
the most modern manufacturing 
theories. Moving conveyors will carry 
the cars along from the time they 
begin as mere frames until they 
come off at the other end in complete 
form. The plant will be capable of 
producing a car every three or four 
minutes, being designed for. a capa- 
city output of 150 cars a day\

Another aid to efficient operation 
is the fact that the factory will be 
located on both the Canadian Pacific 
and Canadian National Railways, so 
that outgoing or incoming shipments 
may be routed over either line. When 
the plant opens the working force will 
be gradually increased until it is ex- 
pected that at peak production the 
number employed in plant and office 
will be from 650 to 800.

| December 2 to October 14 for the 
lake trout. 


Ontario’s most celebrated trout 
country embraces rivers and 
streams north of Lake Superior 
whose names many anglers are 
already familiar with. In this sec- 
tion special bungalow camps are 
at your service, operated by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, they 
afford every advantage of an out~ 
door life just slight i lightening 
the hardships especially for those 
who wish to have greater comforts 
than a tent and camp outfit 
affords. The season here opens 
May 1. Distant fields are always 
green, and distant streams appear 
more green, while pools grow 
darker as imagination pictures 
fishing days in spring. 


The season for salmon in New 
Brunswick is from May 24— 
September, 30. ” the Restigouche 
River and its tributaries, such 
fishing is permissible from April 1 
to August 15 only; the limit is 
80 per week.
